HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



A pretty table cover. A very pretty 
table cover may be made of bright-colored 
cretonnes or chintzes in the following manner : 
First, make a lining of the size and shape re- 
quired to suit the table. Then measure all 
around this a space for a border, about a 
quarter of a yard deep. Next, mark off a 
square at each corner of the border, the side of 
which, of course, will be one-quarter of a yard. 
The lining is thus marked off into nine spaces, 
viz. : one square at each corner, or four in all ; 
a rectangular portion of the border between 
every two squares or four rectangles ; and a 
larger square or rectangle, forming the center 
or main part of the cover. 

Cut a bright piece of cretonne or chintz, 
of a suitable size to cover the center, and baste 
it down, so that its edges Avill just touch the 
marking line. Take a different piece of cre- 
tonne, and cut a cover for one rectangle in the 
same manner. So proceed for the other rec- 
tangles and for the four squares at the corners, 
thus cutting and basting nine pieces in all. 
No two should be alike, but if desired the four 
corner pieces may be of the same pattern of 
the cretonne or chintz. Care must be taken to 
have the basting accurate. 

Next, take some velvet ribbon, half an inch 
wide, and baste over tbe joins, so that four 
pieces will be used, to outline the divisions of 
the table cover and the border, as well as to 
form a foundation for uniting the pieces. 
Then, upon the velvet and through it into the 
edges of the cretonne or chintz work a row of 
briar or coral-stitch in gold-colored floss or a 
series of Ihint Jimse stitches in filoselle of 
several shades.^ It will thus be seen that these 
fancy stitches join the separate pieces, and also 
form a bordering above the border proper. 

The edge of the table cover may be finished 
in several ways. A plain hem is sufficient ; 
or, if desired, a second row of velvet, with or- 
namental stitches, may be applied ; or, better 
still, especially if increasing the apparent size 
of the table cover be an object, woolen fringe 
or ball trimming, of various colors, to match 
the bright tints of the cretonnes, may be effect- 
ively added. 

It was the fashion at one time to inarble- 
ize wood and deceive the country visitor into 
the thought that the paneled hall was in reality 
lined with the genuine material. Now to the 
contrary fashion suggests that marble 6hould 
take up the appearance of wood, and those 
who are sufficiently unfortunate as to have 
marble mantels in their house, are having them 
painted and grained and otherwise made to 
imitate the frames of the furniture about 
them. 

Cement for putting tickets on iron and tin 
is made thus : Take rye meal, a little solution 
of glue and water, and make a paste, but not 
too thick. Mix it with as much Venetian tur- 
pentine as necessary. 

Bedroom furniture of cane and rattan is 
quite popular. It has the advantage of ap- 
pearing cool, and, if properly eared for, of 
appearing clean, as well. 

Cats, we are gratified to find, have been 
turned to some practical use, their skins are 
used to throw over the top of hassocks, etc.

Lacquering" brass. 1. Be sure there is no 
oil or grease on the brass ; do not touch the 
work with the fingers, hold it with spring 
tongs or a taper stick in some of the holes. 

2. Always handle with a piece of clean 
cloth. 

3. ITeat the work so hot that the brush will 
smoke when applied, but avoid overheating, as 
it burns the lacquer. 

4. It is well to fasten a small wire across 
the lacquer cup, from side to side, to scrape 
any superfluous lacquer. The brush should 
have the ends of the hairs all exactly even. If 
not so, trim the ends with sharp scissors. 

5. Scrape the brush as dry as possible on 
the wire, making a flat smooth point at the 
same time. 

6. Use the very tip of the brush to lacquer 
with, and carry a steady hand. 

7. Put on at least two coats. It is well (to 
make a very durable coat) to " blaze off" after 
each coat, with a spirit lamp or Buusen burner, 
taking care not to overheat and burn the lac- 
quer. 

8. If the lacquer is too thick, it will Icok 
gummy on the work. If too thin, it will show 
prismatic colors. In the first case, add a little 
alcohol ; in the latter, set the cup on the stove 
and evaporate some. 

9. A good deal of cheap work, like lamp 
burners, i6 "dipped." Use a bath of nitric 
and sulphuric acids, equal parts, dip work, 
hung on wire, into acid for a moment, remove 
rinse in cold water thoroughly, dip in hot 
water, remove, put in alcohol, rinse around, 
then dip momentarily in lacquer, shaking 
vigorously on removing to throw off extra 
lacquer and lay on a warm metal plate till dry, 
letcool, and it is done. 

10. Avoid handling lacquered work until 
cold. 

Twenty-eight cent furniture. The Dec- 
orator and Furnisher, that rich monthly, 
with its fine illustrations aud excellent sugges- 
tions, has a large sale hereabouts, and its in- 
fluence is already making itself felt. In a 
recent number directions were given for mak- 
ing a neat and tasty bookcase, at an expense 
of less than 30 cents. One of our Pittsfield 
young ladies has just completed a case, and it 
is very quaint. Every one admires its unique 
beauty, but perhaps would not be so profuse 
in their praises did they know it was made of a 
soap box. The box was obtained from a 
grocer, and was of nice, smooth wood. The 
top and bottom were removed, one of the sides 
placed down three inches from the top, and the 
top edges were prettily scalloped. The whole 
was then coated with oak varnish and a strip 
of fancy leather pinked at the edges was tacked 
on to each side. The shelves were kept firmly 
in place by the iron rivets, and were hung from 
the sides by means of a crimson cord passing 
through both shelves and fastened into two 
screws in the wall. A few little pieces of bric- 
a-brac were placed on the top shelf, while a 
row of handsome volumes beautified the lower 
one. The entire cost was twenty-eight cents. 
— Pittsfield Jvurnal. 

The best method of mixiug Prussian blue 
to form a natural color, or its tints with white, 
is to pulverize and mix to a stiff paste with 
crown coach Japan, or japan gold size (using 
less of the latter and adding a little turpentine, 
for too much gold size will render tbe paint 
saponaceous or anti-drying) ; then grind in the 
mill, and add oil as described above. To form 
tints, add white lead mixed in turpentine only, 
until the desired shade is produced. 

A portable folding parlor bowling- alley 
is the subject of a patent. It is formed of a 
series of sections hinged or otherwise attached 
to each other, with a box at one end to receive 
the balls.

Paste for paper hanging-. Beat up four 
pounds of good, white, wheaten flour in cold 
water — enough to form a stiff batter— sifting 
the flour first, and beat it well to take out all 
the lumps. Then add about two ounces of 
well-powdered alum. Have a quantity of 
boiling water ready at hand, take it boiling 
from the fire and pour it gently and quickly 
over the batter, 6tirring it rapidly at the same 
time ; and when it is observed to swell and lose 
the white color of the flour, it is ready for use. 
The quantities here indicated should make 
about three-fourths of a pail of solid paste. It 
is recommended not to use it while hot, as 
when cool it adhers better and goes further. 

A little cold water poured over the top of 
the mass will prevent the formation of a skin 
from the drying out of the paste. When about 
to use, a small additional quantity of cold 
water should be added, so that the paste will 
spread easily and quickly under the brush. In 
warm weather this paste must be used quickly, 
as it cannot be kept for many days without 
fermenting and souring, when it becomes thin, 
watery, and useless. If it be desired to avoid 
this, the addition of a few drops of carbolic 
acid to the mass when it is prepared will enable 
it to be kept almost indefinitely. — California 
Architect and Building News: 

" Cameo glass " is a novelty. The method, 
which has been lately re-invented, is to blow a 
vase of somewhat thick semi-opaque colored 
glass, on the surface of which first one and 
then another vase is added, the whole when 
fused together presenting a triple layer of glass 
of different colors, not unlike the onyx in 
structure. Then the work of decoiation 
begins. The artist proceeds to scrape away all 
the top surface, except just so much as will 
tint the flowers which he intends to cut, and 
then begins upon the second layer, the white, 
in which he cuts the whole of the elaborate 
floral design, scraping away everything close 
down to the green surface of the inmost vase. 
He employs three processes, working with 
fluoric acid, the engraver's wheel, and the steel 
point. — Jjondo?i Artist. 

Yankee ingenuity is always on the look- 
out for something to lay its hands upon. The 
Yankee is the most practical utilitarian in the 
world, in the highest and lowest senses of the 
word. He made ''oats" out of shoe pegs, but 
he also constructed the sewing machine. His 
latest discovery has been the fact that sawdust 
is a factor in the business of house plaster. 
The amount of heat allowed to escape by sand 
plaster will be conserved by sawdust, which, it 
is pointed out, is cheaper and more porous. 

A valuable cement for patching the 
uppers of fine shoes is made by dissolving 
gutta percha in chloroform, until the mixture 
is of the consistency of syrup. Only a little of 
the cement is needed, but the surfaces must be 
pressed closely together, and in a few minutes 
they will adhere firmly. The surface around 
the hole must be scraped clean, and the edges 
of the piece to be applied must be chamfered. 

To unite rubber or gutta percha firmly to 
metal dissolve finely powdered shellac in ten 
limes its weight of pure spirits of ammonia, 
and in three days, when it has acquired the 
uecessary consistency, apply it. The ammonia 
penetrates the rubber and gives the 6hellac a 
firm hold. After the ammonia is evaporated 
the joint is not penetrable by gas or water. 

Court plaster made at home is economical 
and is said to be highly successful. Dissolve 
one pint of French isinglass in one pint of 
warm water, to this add ten cents worth of 
pure glycerine and five cents worth of tincture 
of arnica, lay a piece of black or of white silk 
on a board and paint it over with the mixture. 

A novel mural decoration is plaques of 
straw gilded, silvered, or bronzed and decora- 
ted with large square satin bows of bright 
colors.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Absurdities in art. In the gallery of the 
convent of Jesuits at Lisbon, there is a picture 
representing Adam in Paradise, dressed in blue 
breeches with silver buckles, and Eve with a 
striped petticoat. In the distance appears a 
procession of Capuchin monks bearing the 
cross. In a country church in Holland there is 
a painting representing the sacrifice of Isaac, 
in which the painter has depicted Abraham 
with a blunderbuss in his hand, ready to shoot 
his son. A similar edifice in Spain has a pic- 
ture of the same incident, in which the 
patriarch is armed with a pistol. At Windsor 
there is a painting by Antonio Verrio, in which 
the artist has introduced the portraits of him- 
self, Sir Godrey Kneller, and May, the sur- 
veyor of the works of that period, all in long 
periwigs, as spectators of Christ healing the 
sick. A painter of Toledo, having to represent 
the three wise men of the East coming to wor- 
ship on the nativity of Christ, depicted three 
Arabian or Indian Jtings, two of them white 
and one black, and all of them in the posture 
of kneeling. The position of the legs of each 
figure not being very distinct, he inadvertently 
painted three black feet for the negro king, 
and three also between the two white kings ; 
and be did not discover his error until the pic- 
ture was hung up in the cathedral. In another 
picture of the Adoration of the Magi, which 
was in the Houghton Hall collection, the 
painter, Brughel, had introduced a multitude 
of little figures, one of which was accoutred in 
boots and spurs, and another was handing in, 
as a present, a little model of a Dutch ship. 

Dresden art relief work is a novelty in 
decorative materials that deserves, and will, no 
doubt have wide success when it is better 
known. It is the application of a very heavy 
relief ornament in needlework to a ground of 
satin, etc., and may serve as panels or be ap- 
plied to the drapery of the walls. The lady 
who has invented this decoration has extended 
it to other objects in full relief, independent of 
any background. Such for example as storks, 
cranes, turtles, or other suitable subjects are 
made in excellent imitation of the original. A 
panel of dark blue plush has a bunch of lilies 
upon it and was made with the idea of being 
presented to Mrs. Langtry. It is one of the 
richest pieces of decoration and novel withal, 
that we have ever seen. A peculiarity of the 
material is that it is as well adapted for placing 
upon ladies dresses as upon curtains or por- 
tieres. The inventor made the draperies for 
the Bijou Opera House. 

Two sleeping cars are being finished for 
Leve & Alden. The interior fittings are said to 
be the finest that has been made for such a 
purpose. Mr. John Pursell, of New Haven, 
designed the furnishing and decorating, and a 
New York artist canied out the work upon the 
ceiling in colors. 

In windows, under stained glass, many 
are using the Mexican onyx, of which whole 
panes are made ; when it is desired to cut off 
the view without losing light altogether this 
translucent material is used; through it streams 
a mellow whitish light agreeable to the eye. — 
Real Estate Record. 

Tea tables are improved by having a cream 
colored Madras muslin laid over the table 
cloth. The delicately colored flowers are 
brought out by the white ground. 

Bureau covers may be made of momie 
cloth traced with fancy crackle design in filo- 
selle. 

A window sash has been invented which 
can easily be removed from the window for 
washing, etc.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Imitation alligator skin. The real skin, 
with its curious rectaDgular spaces separated 
by grooved markings, is carefully photo- 
graphed. From the negative thus obtained a 
copy is produced in bychromated gelatine, 
which has the property, under the action of 
light, of affording images in relief. This is 
easily reproduced in metal, which serves the 
purpose of a die. Common cheap leather is 
now taken and placed with this die under 
heavy pressure, when all the delicate markings 
of the alligator skin are indelibly impressed 
upon it. The finished product can be stained 
in any way required. — Chambers Journal. 

Brass work that is so dirty by smoke and 
heat as not to be cleaned with oxalic acid, 
should be thoroughly washed and scrubbed 
with soda, or potash water, or lye. Then dip 
in a mixture of equal parts of nitric acid, sul- 
phuric acid and water ; or, if it cannot be con- 
veniently dipped, make a swab of a small piece 
of woolen cloth upon the end of a stick, and 
rub the solution over the dirty or smoky parts ; 
leave the acid on for a moment, and then wash 
clean and polish. 

At a recent dinner party, a very large 
Japanese, umbrella formed a covering above 
the heads of the guests. The long handle was 
fixed in a weight in the center of the table, 
and partially concealed by ferns and tendrils. 
Fixed to the edge, at distances, were Chinese 
lanterns, and these afforded the necessary 
light. The table was a round one, and the 
umbrella a handsome and odd looking arrange- 
ment. 

For floor polish cut beeswax into small 
pieces, or else ' grate it up — add . turpentine. 
Allow the mixture to stand for twelve hours, 
then heat the mixture over the fire until it dis- 
solves. Care must be taken not to heat the 
mixture too hot, and also the flame must not 
come too near, for explosive vapors are gen- 
erated, which are liable to take fire. Brushes 
are especially manufactured for polishing the 
floors. 

Furniture polish. Take turpentine (oil), 
one pint ; alkanet root, one half ounce ; digest 
until the liquid is sufficiently colored, then add 
four ounces of beeswax, scraped fine. Put the 
vessel into hot water, and stir the contents 
until thoroughly mixed. If wanted pale the 
alkanet root should be omitted. 

Cherry may be stained to imitate old ma- 
hogany by using hot a mixture of logwood 
chips, digested in vinegar or acetic acid for 
twenty-four hours or more. Dip the wood in it. 

A Are kindler has been patented. It con- 
sists of a corn cob coated or saturated with in- 
flammable material, such as resin or tallow, 
pitch, etc. 

Mucilage, composed of $J4 ounces gum 
arabic, 20 grains solution of alumina, dissolved 
in two-thirds of an ounce of water, will serve 
to unite wood, porcelain, glass, etc. 

Sheet brass may be softened for stamping 
by being heated to low red and quenched in 
water. 

Glue may be kept from spoiling by adding 
a little of a solution of bisulphite of soda.

"Improvement" in decorating: glass. 
The inventor takes a sheet of plate or other 
glass, polished on both sides and paints, prints, 
etches, or engraves the intended design or 
ornament on one side thereof. He then coats 
the design with a suitable protecting varnish, 
such as that known as transparent mastic 
varnish, for example, and when the 6ame is 
dry he coats the whole back surface of the 
glass, including the design, with silver or gold 
leaf, or otherwise silvers or gilds the same by 
any of the known processes, so as to produce a 
mirror-like brilliant silver or gold surface on 
all parts of the sheet of glass, except that 
covered by the painted or otherwise colored 
design. He then coats the silvered or gilded 
back with varnish, thick red lead paint or other 
protecting medium or backing. The coating 
of transparent varnish applied to protect the 
design before the silvering process should be 
such as will not be attacked by the acids or 
other chemicals employed in the said silvering 
or gilding process, and it has been found that 
the varnish known as "mastic" is suitable for 
the purpose, but other kinds may be employed 
according to circumstances. — London Furniture 
Gazette. 

Fireplace screens. For summer fire screen 
stove ornaments, many of last year's paper 
shields or screens might be cleaned up and 
used as a foundation, whereon to artistically 
arrange numerous specimens of our lovely field 
grasses, introducing in some a few of those 
large white daises, everlastings, arid other 
cornflowers (artificial ones would answer), with 
very good effect. A small mirror might be in- 
serted in the lower part, or attached, and with 
a few rush-like grasses or transfers around the 
edge, and some swans on the surface, would 
form quite a real pictorial looking scene under 
the clever manipulation of some artistic 
fingers. Of course, the grasses, etc., would 
require fixing in small bunches with a strong 
needle and thread (or fine awl and flax), be- 
ginning at the top, and overlapping their stems 
as the work progresses downwards, to keep all 
neat and conceal the threads. Seaweeds, 
corals, sponges, and shells might also be simi- 
larly arranged. 

Oil marks on wall paper. It will interest 
housekeepers to know that oil marks on 
papered walls, against which thoughtless per- 
sons have laid their heads, may be removed by 
making a paste of water and pipe clay or 
fuller's earth, and laying it on the surface^ 
without rubbing it on, else the pattern of the 
paper may be injured. Leave the paste on all 
night. In the morning it may be brushed oil 
and the spot will have disappeared. 

Novelty in table ware. The wife of 
Senator Harrison, of Indiana, has decorated 
eighteen china dinner plates by painting on 
each a different bird and on the border of the 
plate a verse in old English text of poetry. 
This novelty is said to have the advantage, as 
each verse is one which is little quoted, of 
suggesting topics of conversation at a dinner 
party when the plates are used — an inestimable 
boon on such occasions. 

In Russia, bowls, dishes, plates, etc., are 
formed of the hair of the rabbit, hare, and 
other animals. The articles are felted and 
afterwards varnished. These utensils have the 
appearance of papier mache or varnished 
leather, and possess the properties of being 
strong, durable, and very light. 

Polished floors should be rubbed two or 
three times with linseed oil and then polished 
every week with turpentine and beeswax. 
The oftener the oil is rubbed in to begin with, 
the darker the boards will be. 

The stickiness of varnish may be removed 
or obviated by placing the article in a closed 
vessel or chamber where it can be exposed to 
the action of ozoanized air in motion. 

An anti-corrosive mixture for coating 
air bricks, gratings, and all sorts of iron work, 
is made.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



It is a great problem how to treat a 
dwelling in the most healthful and economical 
manner, and a matter of the first importance to 
all householders. We are pleased to notice a 
new method of heating buildings that it is 
claimed possesses advantages never before 
secured. It is an automatic steam heater of 
low cost, and as easily managed as a stove ; it 
delivers steam heat at a low pressure just 
above boiling water, has automatic attach- 
ments for regulating draft and quantity of 
steam, and it does away with coal dust, litter, 
and inconvenience attending the use and care 
of stoves and furnaces. 

It is a practical heater, developed and per- 
fected by experienced engineers, which re- 
quires no brick setting, and can be applied to 
all buildings, large and small. One point in 
construction is a conical grate supplying fifty 
per cent, more air space than an ordinary one, 
and a clinker ring that effectually clears 
clinkers, ashes, etc., with very little shaking. 

TJshak weaves carpets as it wove them 
centuries ago. Malta and Genoa still make 
filigree work, and Leghorn the bonnets which 
bear its name. No doubt, some damask is 
still produced in Damascus, some satin in the 
Chinese town of Zayton, from which it derived 
its title, calico in Calcutta, and muslin in 
Mosul. Whether Bokhara is still the 6eat of a 
buckram factory, travelers fail to inform us ; 
and Fostat, owing to the fact of its no longei 
existing, cannot produce the rude fustian 
which perpetuates its fame. Taffeta and tabby 
may, perhaps for the same reason, be extinct 
in the Bagdad streets of these names ; but cam- 
bric still comes from Cambrai, gauze from 
Gaza, baize from Bajae, dimity from Damietta, 
and, possibly, Jean may export some jean, 
Drogheda some drugget, the Norman town 
called Torque the fabric better known as duck. 

The Dudley shutter worker, a cut of 
which is shown in this number of The Decol- 
ator and Furnisher, is a very ingenious 
device for opening and closing outside blinds 
without raising the window sash or removing 
wire screens. It is manufactured in Newark, 
N. J., and special care is taken to make it 
strong and durable, the hinges being con- 
sidered the strongest in the market, being oi 
malleable iron, and subjected to a process 
which renders them rust proof. The lock, 
which is furnished with the workers, is burglai 
proof, and of itself a very valuable addition to 
household hardware. Those who have tried 
the shutter worker, among whom are many ol 
our leading architects, recommend it in the 
highest terms. 

Pipes made of 6teel plates are coming in- 
to use for the conveyance of water under high 
pressure. The plates are coated with lead on 
both sides, by immersion or otherwise; then 
rolled to form, riveted, soldered the whole 
length, and covered with pitch. Of this 
method the first cost, it is said, is not much 
greater than that of iron, and steel pipes 
possess considerable advantages over iron. 

Increasing: the adhesive power of glue. 
A German chemist named Puscher, a native of 
Nuremberg, reports that he has met with great 
success in using glycerine together with glue. 
While generally, after the drying of the glue, 
the thing to which it is applied is liable to 
break off, if a quautity of glycerine equal to a 
quarter of the glue be mixed together, that 
defect will entirely disappear. Puscher also 
made use of this glue for lining leather, etc. 

To clean marble. Brush the dust off with 
a piece of chamois, then apply with a brush a 
good coat of gum arabic about the consistency 
of thick mucilage, expose it to the sun or wind 
to dry. In a short time it will peel off. If all 
the gum should not peel off, wash it with 
clean water and a clean cloth. If the first ap- 
plication does not have the desired effect, it 
should be tried again. 

The durability of paint under exposure 
depends cliielly upon the oil it contains ; 
therefore, those pigments which best protect 
the oil from chemical changes are to be pre- 
ferred. 

A music cabinet is made with a place for 
every piece, and if every piece is in its place 
one can put one's hand upon just what one is 
looking for with the very minimum of trouble. 

Making lace is a new industry in this 
country. There has been a school established 
in New York City showing how it may be 
done.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Paper flowers. Any lady who has ever 
made wax flowers can make paper ones. Or 
any lady who will take a real rose as a pattern 
can copy it in paper. Pick the rose apart and 
cut out a pattern of every separate petal, and 
represent every petal by two thicknesses of the 
tissue paper. Shape the er'ges properly with 
the scissors, curl them over as required, and 
crimp the points daiutily, joining them in the 
proper order with the scissors. The joined 
petals are to be bound together with fine wire 
and covered with green paper secured by a 
drop of mucilage to represent the calyx. 
Wire, covered with green paper, forms the 
stem. 

Leaves are cut from green paper in a shape 
approximate* to the shape of a real leaf, but 
larger. They are then reduced to the proper 
size by crimping with the fingers. The leaves 
are first crimped crosswise, to represent the 
fine veinings ; then a deep, lengthwise fold 
gives the effect of the mid-rib and the longitu- 
dinal depression in a leaf. The crimped leaves 
are then mounted, as naturally as possible, 
upon fine green-covered wire. The roses and 
leaves are then arranged to form an artistic 
spray or cluster. Ready prepared paper petals 
can be purchased for a trifle, and even experts 
often buy the central petals of a rose ; but 
ladies residing at a distance from any large 
town will be glad to learn that it is not neces- 
sary to do this. 

The most suitable use to which paper 
flowers can be applied is the decoration of 
paper lamp shades. These, made of tissue 
delicately crimped so as to present a crape-like 
appearance, are well known ; it is a new idea 
to fasten upon one side of a shade a spray of 
roses, pink upon blue or cream upon pink. 

Paper flowers are also disposed upon 
panels or plaques, and used as mantel or wall 
ornaments. This seems scarcely appropriate, 
as the flowers are so frail, but they look well. 
Probably they will be employed as ornaments 
upon Christmas and birthday cards and tokens, 
displacing ordinary artificial flowers which 
have been used, but which are, after all, too 
heavy. 

Engravings may be transferred to glass in 
this way : coat the glass with dammar varnish 
or with Canada balsam, and let it dry until it is 
very sticky, which requires nearly a day. The 
•picture to be transferred should be well soaked 
in soft water and carefully laid upon the pre- 
pared glass and pressed upon it so that no air 
bubbles or drops of water are seen underneath. 
This should dry a whole day before it is 
touched, then with wetted fingers rub the 
paper off at the back ; if this is skillfully done 
the paper will be entirely removed, leaving 
merely the ink upon the varnish. Then 
another coat of varnish will make it more 
transparent. 

Ink stains or writing may be removed from 
books or prints by applying by hydrochloric 
acid diluted in five or six times the quantity of 
water and allowed to remain on the spot a 
minute or two before being washed off with 
clean water. A solution of oxalic acid, citric 
acid, and tartaric acid, is also effective and 
harmless. 

Imitation marble is made by mixing 
plaster of paris with a saturated solution of 
alum and the mixture calcined until perfectly 
dry, then it is ground to powder which, if 
worked up with water makes an imitation 
marble. 

Bronze may be given a green color by 
dipping in Prussian blue mixed with Scheeles 
green in muriatic acid and water, trying pro- 
portions until color suits. Clean in clear cold 
water. 

Pencil drawing- may be made indelible by 
passing through a solution of equal parts milk 
and water, wetting the paper but not allowing 
the fluid to run over the drawing. 

Mucilage used on postage stamps is 
made from gum dextrin, 2 parts ; acetic acid, 1 
part ; water, 5 parts. Dissolve and add alco- 
hol 1 part. 

Stains on ivory may be taken out by 
washing with soap and water and placing it, 
whilst wet, in the air to bleach. 

Small mahograny desks in the style of our 
grandfathers days, having brass trimmings and 
mounted upon high legs, are again in use. 

Transparent painting* is done on thin 
oiled paper. 

Stains on wood can be removed with 
strong vinegar or salts of lemon.

HUNTS AND NOTIONS. 

A narrow shelf on simple brackets placed 
over a doorwa}', and painted like the wood 
work of the room, is a pleasing and artistic 
addition, and can be easily put up by any car- 
penter. A few pieces of pottery, good in color 
and shape, though not necessarily rare or 
costly, may be grouped upon this shelf, form- 
ing a very effective decoration. In these days, 
when many of the better qualities of sauces 
and potted meats are put in jars and jugs of 
really artistic form and color, it is not neces- 
sary to resort to old pie plates gilded and 
painted, or plaster figures colored to imitate 
brass and bronze. Some jugs of excellent 
shapes are found in a durable English ware in 
mottled olive or dark bright blue, with a raised 
decoration, at very moderate cost. A plaque 
of beaten brass, which any one can make with 
a little skill and practice, an olive jug, a 
slender vase of brilliant yellow- Japanese 
crackle, and a clouded blue-gray jar, which can 
be found at the grocer's, and which, after it is 
emptied of its contents in the kitchen, is 
worthy of being promoted to the position of 
aristocratic bric-a-brac, will make an effective 
combination of color and shape which will be a 
continual pleasure. 

This is the time when all parlor furniture 
should be carefully gone over and cleaned. 
Velvet and plush furniture have to be especi- 
ally well looked after during the summer 
months, as the moth worm is apt to get in it 
and do a great deal of damage. Whether 
moths are discovered or not, it is well to go 
over every article with a soft sponge soaked 
with benzine. The benzine will do the furni- 
ture no harm and will effectually destroy all 
moths. Heavy carpets such as Axminsters 
and Wiltons should also be treated with ben- 
zine. — American Queen. 

The old-fashioned mantel mirrors are 
coming in fashion again. They have broad 
frames of bronze, which can be painted in a 
bright, dashy design to look very effective. 
Over mantels are still the fashion, and are now 
seen in almost every room in the house. The 
newest overmantels are made of a combination 
of oak and very highly polished cherry, with a 
dozen small diamond-shaped mirrors inserted 
in them. 

Mildew may be removed from awning, 
etc., with the following preparation : mix well 
together two tablespoonfuls of soft soap, one 
of salt, two of powdered starch, and the juice 
of a lemon. Lay this mixture on both sides of 
the stain with a painter's brush and then lay 
the articles on the grass day and night until 
the stain disappears. 

Shoe blacking may be made by mixing : 

Molasses 1 pound. 

Ivory black \% " 

Sweet oil 2 " 

rub together until it becomes a smooth mass, 
then add a little lemon juice or a wine glass of 
strong vinegar and water until it is proper 
consistency. 

The perpetual clock, which has been run- 
ning in Brussels a year without stopping or 
being touched by human hands, is wound up 
by a draft of air through a tube which operates 
on a fan connected with the machinery. The 
draft is made to pass upward through the tube 
by exposing it to the heat of the atmosphere. 

To clean marble brush the dust off with a 
piece of chamois, then apply with a brush a 
good coat of gum arabic about the consistency 
of thick mucilage, expose it to the sun or wind 
to dry. In a short time it will peel off ; wash 
it with clean water and a clean cloth. If neces- 
sary repeat. 

Piano polish, may be made of very pale 
shellac, 5 pounds; mastic, 7 ounces; alcohol 
(9Q per cent.), 5 or 6 pints ; dissolve in the cold 
with frequent stirrings. This is regarded as 
the best polish for pianos made. 

To clean marble use a paste made of two 
parts of soda, one of pumice stone, and one of 
powdered chalk, mixed with water to the 
proper consistency. Rub it well over the' 
marble and wash with soap and water. 

Blacking for grates. Water in which 
borax has been dissolved, and then used for 
mixing black leads for grates, adds very much 
to the brilliancy of the polish. 

Yellow pine is being very widely and very 
satisfactorily used in furniture. It is suscept- 
ible of a high polish. 

Paper may be made transparent by soak- 
ing in parafnue.
